Workmen Pare Heroically tn Jlrscue 


Comrades and Many Rescuers 


Are Overcome. 


New York, Oct. 11.—Three men 


were killed and a dozen others ren- 
dered unconscious by 
an explosion 


and fire in the Pennsylvania railroad 
tunnel under Long Island City today. 


The dead men were said to he a 


superintendent named. George Chap- 
man, a lock turner named Michael 
Daly and a foreman named 
Joseph 


Pearce. 
The cause of the explosion 


is unknown. It took place under the 
Long Island railroad station in a lock 
at the end of one of the lour tubes 
which are being dug to connect with 
tubes running under the East river to 
Manhattan island to connect with sub- 
ways leading to the proposed Penn- 
sylvania railroad station. There wore 
twenty men at work in the lock, and 
three ot them were rendered insensi- 
ble either by the concussion or the 
smoke of a fire which 
followed it. 


Elsewhere in the tunnel there were 
more than thirty men at work. Wood- 
work supporting the 
tunnel caught 


fire instantly and great clouds of chok- 
ing smoke poured into all parts of the 
tunnel. 
A wild rush for the shaft, a 


thousand feet away and which was 
the only means of exit, followed the 
explosion. 


Men in Desperate Struggle. 


The bucket by which the men were 


taken from the 
shaft to the street 


above could carry not more than six 
men and there was a desperate strug- 
gle among the frightened workmen to 
be the first to be taken out. When 
the last of the conscious 
men- was 


brought to the surface, he declared 
that several men were lying uncon- 
scious at the bottom 
of the shaft. 


There was a call for rescuers and a 
dozen or more of the tunnel workers 
responded promptly. 
Two 
of them 


were lowered into the shaft "and thoso 
at the bottom were quickly brought 
up to tho street. Three of the men 
employed in the tunnel were missed 
and one after another several parties 
of ttmnel' workers essayed to reach 
the men. but wore unable to penetrate 
the long distance through tho thick 
smoke and were themselves removed 
from tho tunnel half unconscious. At 
one lime fifteen of tho rescuers were 
Stretched out. on the sidewalks under 
treatment. 
Finally the smoke thinned 


out sufficiently to permit approach to 
the mouth of the lock where one man 
was found unconscious and it was be- 
lieved dead. The others missing were 
supposed to lie still in thn lock where 
the explosion occurred.

BY WIFE 


111 Health Had Caused Despondency 


and Drinking—Was Well Known 


in Marble Business. 


Charles A. Haag, a member ot the 


city council from 1896 to 1900 and en- 
gaged in the monument trade here for 
25 years, 
swallowed 
two 
oupces 


of carbolic acid in a bed room at his 
home. VanBuren and Wilt street, be- 
tween 10 and 11 o'clock this morning 
and was found dead by his wife. 


Despondency due to drink probably 


prompted the act. 


He had made no threats and just be- 


fore he retired to his 
room 
he in- 


structed his wife to prepare his dinner 
and went so far as to tell her what he 
wanted to eat. 


This was about 10 o'clock and he re- 


marked as he passed into his bedroom 
that he did not want to be disturbed 
as he wanted to sleep a 
couple of 


hours. 


Wife Found Him Near Death. 


Mrs. Haag continued with her house- 


hold duties but became uneasy and at 
11 o'clock opened the door and found 
her husband breahting his last. She 
called Dr. Garrelt Van Sweringen but 
by the time the physician arrived Mr. 
Haag was dead. 


Dr. J. E. Stults, the coroner, was 


called and after a cursory examination 
he adjourned the inquest to his office. 
He found in one of the pockets ot 
Haag's trousers a two-ounce bottle that 
had contained the acid which had been 
poured into a tea cup. The cup wag 
found on the bed beside the dead man. 
His lips and the inside of his mouth 
were awfully burned and his hands 
were tightly clenched, showing that he 
suffered excruciating pain for a few 
seconds before life became extinct. 


Ill Health Made Him Despondent. 
Mr. Haag; had not been away from 


home since Tuesday and while ho had 
been drinking and 
was 
despondent 


on account of 111 health he said nothing 
to the members of his family to indi- 
cate that he contemplrted taking his 
his life. However, the act was pre- 
meditated, as he had purchased tho 
acid several days before, which was 
proven by the fact that none was 
kept about the house. 


The empty bottle boro the label of 


Rhoadcs' drug store at Washington 
boulevard and Broadway, but the rec- 
ord of sales at the drug store show 
that there was only ono purchaseof car- 
bolic acid on Tuesday and one ounce 
was sold on that day. 


Wa« Native of Germany. 


Mr. Haag was born in Germany and 


was about sixty-one years of age. He 
learned tho trade of marble cutting in 
his native land and worked for a local 
firm for a short time after his arrival 
tn Fort Wayne, thirty years ago, and 
had since beon in business on his own 
account. 
A few years ago he bought 


a half Interest In a marble shop at La- 
fayette and Columbia street and was a 
member of the firm of Haag & Bates at 
the time of his death. The surviving 
family consists of Mrs. Mary Gebauer, 
of New York, George A., Charles and 
Misses Anna and 
Carrie 
Hang, of 


Fort Wayne.

Eighth—All legacies to religious or- 


ders or donations to orders by living 
lersons or by testaments or through 
ntermedlarles are formally prohib- 
teo~. 


Ninth—Religious orders engaging in 


irade or Industry shall pay the regu- 
ar taxes. 
Tenth—Regulations for tho dlsaolu- 


.Ion of religious orders will be estab- 
Ished. 
Eleventh—The law of 1887 concern- 


ng the registering of religious orders 
remains in force.

During this last week Jesus seemi to 


have continued teaching In the temple 
from day to day, saying:, as always, 
oniy what the Father told Him to say 
(John ill, 49, 60), assuring those who 
heard that all who rejected Him and 
His words would be judged for It at 
the appointed time. Concerning Matt. 
xxlil Greswell says that "Jesus being 
about to leave the temple for the night 
and at the same time to make an end 
of His ministry In public, denounces 
penal retribution for a. series of of- 
fenses npon His old and inveterate ene- 
mies. the scribes and Pharisees, In 
woes eight times repeated." It •would 
be Interesting and profitable to con- 
trast these woes with the beatitudes of 
Matt v. In the end of the chapter He 
foretold the destruction of Jerusalem 
and her desolation until His return. In 
Matt, nlv we read that ai they left 
the temple His dlsciplei called His at- 
tention to the buildings and the goodly 
stones and gifts, but to their surprise 
He said that ail would be thrown down. 
Then as Ho sat on the Mount of Olives, 
over against the temple, four of chs 
disciples. Peter and James and John 
and Andrew, came to Him privately 
and asked Him several questions con- 
cerning the fulfillment of His -words. 
His replies to their questions are found 
In Matt, niv and xir, Mark xlii and 
Luke xxl, so that oor lessons today 
and next week are part of that great 
discourse, which tenches chiefly npon 
the end of that age and the end of this 
one, but with some reference to the 
whole intervening age. which must 
no\r be drawing to a close. Inasmuch 
as the church. His body, the mystery 
not made known in other ages, but re- 
vealed especially to Paul (Eph. Ill, 4-C: 
Rom. TTl. 25, 20). was not In the ques 
tlons asked nor In the topics touched 
npon tre may not read the church 
Into this discourse, but may, as in all 
Scripture, npply the practical lessons 
to ourselves. Take thcee few ns ex- 
amples: Take heed that no man de- 
ceive you! Se* that ye be not troubled 
Watch! Be ready! (xxlv, 4, 6, 42, 44.' 


The kingdom of heaven was at hanO 


while Jesus was here until He was re- 
jected and with Him the kingdom, but 
iluco then the kingdom Is In abeyance, 
•waltiug for His coming again in glory 
(Matt, xvl, 27; xxiv, 30), which Bhall be 
Immediately after the great tribulation 
(xxlv, 21, 20). Before that tribulation . 
(Rev. 
Tl-xvlil) the church Is taken : 


•way to meet the Lord in the air ; 
(I Tbess. iv. 16: Her. iv and r; III, 10) j 
that she mny be married to Him nml ; 
return with Him to get up His king- 
dom (Rev. xlx and xx; I ThCSB. Ill, 13: 
Zech. xlv, B). Somewhere in that con- I 
ncctlon we mny expect to see tho ful- j 
flllment of the parable of our lesnon. 
In the Vulgate. the Syrlac and at least 
one other manuscript the reading Is 
that the virgins went forth to meet the j 
bridegroom and the bride. That would j 
make the Interpretation the same as In 
Luko xll, 36, where certain ones are 
told to wait for their lord when he will 
return Item tlie wedding, or as In Rev. | 
xlx, J>, "The mniTlaKB supper of the i 
Lamb." 
Tlie difference between the | 


bride nnd the virgins may be seen in 
Ps. xlv, fl-14; but, whether It be Iho 
man-Inge or tho marriage mipper or 
any phase of the kingdom, som« will 
not lie there who might bare been If 
they had only been ready. 


In that otbM- sermon on the mount 


He said, "Not every one that salth unto 
M«, Lord, Lord, shall enter Into tho 
kingdom of heaven, but he that docth 
tho will of My Father, which 1* in heav- 
en" (Matt, vll, 21). In the same con- 
nection He spnke of the wise, who 
built upon the rock, and the foolish, who 
built npon the sand. There Is only one 
rock foundation, which Clod Himself 
has laid (Matt, xvl, 10, 18; I Cor. ill, 11; 
Eph. II, 20), and ail who build on Him 
can never be lost. But erery truly sav- 
ed soul is building that which may be 
rewarded or burned up and lost (I Cor. 
Ill, 11-15), and these wise and foolish 
virgins suggest to ns that phase of the 
Christian life. Lamps without oil are 
of no use whatever, however beautiful 
they may be, and the most beautiful,

counts for nothing b»for* God. •without 
the oil of the Holy Spirit, who is given 
to every one truly receiving Christ. 
These ten nil had oil In their lamps, 
and their lamps were burning, but with 
five of them their lamps wera going 
out (verse 8, margin), not gone out 


All believers should be like the lamps 


In Zech, Iv, In abiding union with 
Christ our Priest and King, typifltd by 
the two ollvo trees; then tha light would 
never flicker, much less be going out 
The command to Luke xll, 83, Is most 
practical and always applicable, Let 
your loins be girded and your lights | 
burning. It Is sad to read that they all ' 
slumbered and slept, yet see the inner 
circle of His own chosen twelve, heavy 
with sleep at the transfiguration and 
actually sleeping in Gethsemane. See 
Samson and Jonah In their sleep and 
give hsed to Horn, xlv, 11; Eph. v, 14. 


One cannot help another In th» mat- 


ter of oil. There Is only one who bap- 
tlzeth with the Holy Ghost, and while 
In life and health Is the time to be 
filled, not putting It off till an enwr- 
goncy. 


The readiness to go Into the presence 


of God at any time Is nothing more or 
less than Christ Himself, who Is made 
righteousness to all who believe, but 
fltness for any particular event In con- 
nection1 with the. kingdom Is another 
matter. 
We may be shut out from 


many privileges and not recognized as 
worthy of a certain position, like James 
and John,1 y«t by the precious bloo* 
saved from the wrath to come.

and in order to bring the breeder and 
the consumer nearer one ideal it is 
necessary for us, as breeders, to see 
that our mutton sheep come as near 
tho butcher's Ideal as is consistent, 
without Impairing; the constitution of 
our breeding flocks. 
In order to obtain these results, -we 


must see that our mutton sheep pos- 
sess straight backs and under line, 
with the 
ribs 
well sprung, and a 


broad, thick loin with full, round quar- 
ters. As a rule, a sheep possessing 
these points you will generally find 
evenly covered with flesh or muscle 
from crops to tall. A sheep that Is 
unevenly covered 
with 
flesh or is 


lumpy along the back, always has a 
"weakness of the muscles. 
Therefore, we must educate our- 


selves to see that our mutton sheep 
possess the evenly-covered backs of 
muscle or flesh, and having that "sen- 
sitive" touch known to all good Judge*, 
•with full, round quarters, thus endeav- 
oring to get as much of the higher- 
priced cuts as possible, without im- 
pairing in any way the constitution

FEEDING THE BROOD SOW. 


NOTES OF THE ORCHARD. 


Some farmers feed their brood sowa 


all the corn they can eat right up to 
the time of farrowing and then wonder 
why so many dead or puny pigs are 
dropped. 
During pregnancy we must keep two 
things in mind: One is that the sow is 
keeping up her bodily strength, anc 
the other Is that she Is nourishing a 
foetus on the food she receives. Peed- 
Ing should therefore be liberal, though 
it need not be quite so heavy as after 
farrowing. She should be kept In a 
good condition, neither too fat nor too 
lean. If there is to be an error on 
either side it should be on the side of 
overfatness. 


If the brood sow Is kept thin the 


pigs will lack stamnla, and they may 
never recover from this backset they 
received before birth. 
Fasting does 


not enable a sow to bring forth a 
strong litter of pigs, and this state- 
ment should appeal to every man's in- 
telligence. The unborn pig must be 
remembered when we are feeding the 
dam. It IB unlikely that a balanced 
ration will make the dam fat while she 
is carrying a litter. 
When sows are made overfat at that 


period it is doubtless due to feeding a 
ration greatly overbalanced on the 
side of carbohydrates. It is practically 
impossible to make a brood sow too 
fat by feeding her a large ration prop- 
erly balanced. 
With this feeding the sow should 


have .in abundance of exercise, and 
with that there is little or no danger 
of too much f:it being accummuhile.il. 


The nature and habits of the straw 


berry require that tillage be continu- 
ous through the season. Down in the 
-vown of the plant are being perfected 
fruit buds, which are large or small, 
.-• rong or weak as the conditions foi 
their development-are favorable or un- 
favorable. 
The 
strawberry 
plant requires 


plenty of moisture for its proper de- 
velopment. 
Weekly stirring of the 


surface soil secures the earth mulch 
and holds soil moisture for the use of 
the plants. 
Not only so, but this con- 


tinuous stirring of the soil preserves 
Ideal conditions whereby the soil life 
manufactures plant food, so to speak. 


The bacteria which work upon the 


elements of plant food in the soil, con- 
verting them from an insoluble -to a 
soluble form, play a. most important 
part in plant life. Soil aeration Is one 
of the things required by these bac- 
teria and this condition in the soil ia 
secured by continuous cultivation. 


If, during the fall season, thero is 


a large precipitation, the moisture 
question is solved. Vet, even then, 
we would keep the cultivator and hoes 
going in order to keep the ground free 
of weeds and the land in good tilth. 


The apple maggot is no kin to the 


coddling moth, but is equally destruc- 
tive, as he eats through the fruit in 
all directions, while the larvae of tho 
moth confines its eating principally to 
tho core. 


In buying brood sows, do not buy 


the short-necked, fat-headed animal, 
but select one that.is a little long In 
the neck and with a good range in 
the back. Activity and a bright eye 
are good points in a brood sow. 


The pens, troughs and all the sor- 


roundings of the hog should not only 
be cleaned frequently, but disinfected. 
The food for swine should be selected 
carefully.

ed again at night. In other words, 
sheop enjoy nibbling away at the oat 
straw during the middle of tho day; 
it gives them a variety of which sheep 
are especially fond, and the nutrients 
contained In tho oat 
straw aid In 


keeping up the ration.

Weak colonies con ba unit- 
ed to advantage In the fall, but not In 
the spring. See-that they have a queen 
(and this applies to all, weak and 
strong) and plenty,to eat; tuck them 
up snug and comfortable on the num- 
ber of frames they can occupy, remove 
all empty frames from the hive, con- 
tact with the division board and allow 
they to work out their own salvation.

FREIGHT TRAFFIC HEAVY. 


Wabash Yardmaster Asks for Another 


Engine and Crew. 


Agent J. A. Sullivan and Yardmas- 


ter Dennis Hayes, ot the Wabash, 
have asked for an additional switch 
engine and crew at this point, the 
present force being unable to handle 
the business expediously. 
Mr. Sulli- 


van said that the local business at 
present Is heavier than the business 
of any previous October. It includes 
all classes of freight, but fuel and 
building material appear to predomi- 
nate in the Incoming freight. 


COAL RATES REDUCED. 


Fort Wayne Can Get Fuel From Mines 


.In Southern Indiana. 


Several weeks ago, through the com- 


plaint filed by AVilliam C. Rastetter 
In behalf of himself and other con- 
sumers of soft coal In Fort Wayne, 
the Pennsylvania reduced the freight 
on that commodity from the mines 
along Its lines in tha southern part of 
the state from $1.10 to 95 cents per 
ton. Following the lead of the Penn- 
sylvania, the Southern Indiana Rail- 
road company yesterday filed with the 
state railroad commission a similar 
rate and now the products of the most 
prolific coal fields In the state will 
find their way to Port Wayne. Tho 
95 cent rate which the Pennsylvania 
nnd Vandalla have had In effect some 
time, did not materially aid the con- 
sumers In this city, as the field cov- 
ered by this rate was comparatively 
small; however, the action taken by 
the Southern Indiana means an outlet 
for coal at this rate from practically 
the entire southern field. Coal des- 
tined to this district will be shipped 
by way of Terra Haute over the Van- 
dalla line branches to Logansport and 
from there to points In this district.

search for her husband, but without 
results. A charred body which was 
not Identified was found near that of 
Engineer Butler, and the supposition 
is that Mr. Barker accepted an Invita- 
tion from Butler to ride to Peru with 
him and was on the engine when the 
wreck occurred. 


MUST PAY SERVANTS' FARE. 


Decisions havo Just been reached by 


many of the railroads that after Janu- 
ary 1 of next year, when the anti-pass 
provision of tho new rate law becomes 
effective, all officials must pay full 
fare for domestic servants who 
ac- 


company them or their families when 
traveling. 


While the question was being dis- 


cussed by Pennsylvania railroad offi- 
cials and attorneys, It was suggested 
that a servant was a member of a 
railroad official's family and that as 
such should bo entitled to a pass, es- 
pecially a nurse who had charge of 
small children. 
It was ruled, how- 


ever, that servants are not dependent 
members of railroad men's families, 
but aro luxuries.

PLANS FOR THE T. & 


Company Will Go Ahead With Exten- 


sion From Bryan. 


Toledo, Ohio, Oct. 11.—The Toledo 


and Indiana Railway company has 
finally completed 
arrangements for 


the extension of Its line westward 
from Bryan and if there are no unfore- 
seen delays the last gap in a continu- 
ous system of interurban railroads be- 
tween Chicago and Erie, Pa., will have 
been closed by the end of 1907. It is 
not the purpose of the Toledo and In- 
diana 
to 
construct 
its 
extension 


through to Fort Wayne at present, but 
the road will be built west from Bryan 
to Waterloo, and from that point the 
company will operate Its cars over 
the tracks of the Toledo and Chicago 
interurban, sometimes known as the 
Sengrave line. 


Qtlll more important Is the fact that 


the T. & I. passenger service will not 
end at Fort Wayne, hut will be ex- 
tended to Indianapolis over the tracks 
of the Indiana Union Traction com- 
pany. In other words, there will be 
a traffic arrangement such as now ex- 
ists between the Toledo Urban and 
Interurban and the Western Ohio by 
which a through service has been es- 
tablished between Toledo and Dayton. 


The Indiana Union Traction com- 


pany operates on© of the finest inter- 
urban roads In the country and hand- 
some buffet cars are included In Its 
passenger service. 
These cars will 


be run through from Indianapolis, to 
Toledo and possibly to Detroit. On the 
other hand, T. & I. parlor cars will 
be operated through to the Hoosler 
capital. 


Plans for a through interurban pas- 


senger service between 
Toledo and 


Chicago will doubtless be developed 
later on. Just now a trolley line is in 
progress ot construction between Chi- 
cago and South Bend. This project Is 
backed by J. H. Hanna, of Chicago, 
and a number of Cleveland capitalists. 
It is expected to be completed and In 
operation by next fall. What Is known 
as the Bucklen line Is in operation 
from South' Bend to Goshen via Blk- 
bart, and from Goshen to Kendallville, 
thirty-one miles, another Interurban 
line is now building. From Kendall- 
vllle to Waterloo a branch of the To- 
ledo and Chicago Interurban is now In 
operation. 
The Rap from Waterloo 


to Bryan to be closed by the Toledo 
and Indiana is twenty-fivo miles. 
It 


will be a direct air line paralleling tha 
Lake Shore and Michigan Southern. 
As tho 
country 
is perfectly 
level, 


about all the company has to do Is to 
secure the right of way, put ilown the 
ties, lay tracks and string the wires. 
This, it Is figured, can bo accomplish- 
ed In a comparatively short time. 


From Toledo eastward the chain of 


Interurban roads consists of the Lake 
Shore Electric to Cleveland, the Clove- 
land, Palnesvllle and Eastern Cleve- 
land to Erie, Pa., and tho Erie-Buffalo 
line now being hullt between those 
two cities. Between Buffalo and New 
York city tho New York Central lines 
aro gradually building up a continu- 
ous system of electric roads, so that 
within two or Hires years at tha most 
It will be possible to ride from Chi- 
caco to New York by trolley, and the 
Tolado and Indiana practically forms 
the key to thn whole proposition. 


One of the most Important features 


of the road now being constructed be- 
tween South Bend and Chicago Is that 
the Intorurban will use the tracks ot 
the Illinois Central (steam road) for 
an entrance to the latter city. It has 
been officially announced that the Illi- 
nois Central will electrify two of Its 
tracks extending along the lake front 
In Chicago for the distance of seven 
miles and will not only establish an 
electric interurban service on its own 
account but will permit the UKR of Us 
tracks by 
Interurban 
electric rail-
